“Col, Morgan was chosen because 
we are trying to recognize our World 
War Il heroes,” Brent Bowen, director 
Aviation Institute, said “We 
the Histwry” Chanriel arid 
‘wanted to bring him to Omaha,” Bowen 
said. 


A graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania, Morgan joined the Army 
corps in 1940. 

“I joined the Navy because I didn’t 
like to swim and knew I didn’t want to 
crawl through the dirt. That leaves only 
once choice, the Navy,” Morgan said.

The Mavs (7-2 overall) are a part 
of the three-way log-jam at the top of 
the conference with North Dakota and 
Northern Colorado; all three teams are 
6-1 in the North Central Conference 


this year with the Mavericks having ‘- 


beaten both teams. 

Morningside is, well, Morningside 
and in their usual spot on the bottom of 
the conference standings (2-7 overall 
and 1-6 in conference and tied with 
South Dakota for last place). They 
broke their dry spell in conference 
games this year when they posted a win 
over South Dakota on Oct. 17 by a 38- 
31 count and also have a 58-0 win over 
Quincy to their credit as well. 

History bodes well for the Maver- 
icks as they have won the last three 
games between the two teams, includ- 
ing last year’s 31-14 win here in Omaha.

The Mavericks are fresh off a 35- 
27 victory over Minnesota State that 
Head Coach Pat Behrns said was a 
game “we knew we had to win.”

Despite Morningside’s losing 
record, the Mavs know they can’t have 
a let down against the Mustangs.
